RAILROAD PROGRESS IN CALIFORNIA. 

_ In a late issue of the San Francisco Call 
the following information was given: 

“The railroad development of California 


- {is at last beginning to progress with vigor. 


Among the latest organizations for the pur- 
pose is the Stockton, Fresno and Southern 
company, which proposes to build a line 
from Stockton to Visalia, work to begin 
next yecr and to be prosecuted unceasingly 
to completion. The company is said to 
have secured at the East all the money re- 


quired. 

Comparing California with the older of 
the grain States, we notice a marked con- 
trast in railroad mileage. California’s area 
is, in round figures, three times that of Lili- 
nois, pearly four times that of Ubio and 
nearly five times thet of Indiana. Itis 
nearly as la as these three States put 

ther, with New Eugland added on, and 
yet [ndiana has nearly twice as many miles 
of railroad as we have, Ohio has rearly 
three times as many, Lliinois has over four 
times asmany. It need hardly be observed 
that these States owe much of the progress 
they have made in the past quarter ofa 
century to the extensive system of trans- 
portation they have enjoyed. 

California has been peculiarly situated. 


had afew bits of road hére and there 


when the greatest railroad enterprise of the 
760s was started. ‘That was such a vast 
scheme that it naturally absorbed all the 
lines which lay in its path. 

The late land boom has had the effect of 
requiring additional railroads to open up 
new territory. The Southern Pacific com- 
pany realized the state of the case, and as 
early as 1886 planned or actually com- 
menced the building ef about 2000 miles of 
new road. ‘The completion of the Cali- 
fornia and Oregon and the extension of the 
coast line to Templeton are parts of their 
new work. But these do not suffice, forall 
over the State independent companies are 
either actually grading or preparing to 

rade new transportation lines. One o 

ese is the line mentioned above. 

The old theory that a competing line was 
certain to divide business is not as firmly 
believed in as it was. Railroads create 
‘business for themselves, The new line 
from Stockton to Visalia will skirt the foot- 
hills at a distance of 10 to 15 miles from the 
main line of the Southern Pacific. But 
there is no reason to suppose that it will 
take any substantial portion of the latter’s

Notice to Banks Seeking to With- 
draw Bonds. 
WASHINGTON, Noy. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Secretary of the ‘lreas- 
ury issued the following circular this after- 
noon in regard to deposits of lawful money 
to retire circulation: 
“In order that national banks desiring to 
withdraw bonds on deposit with the treas- 
urer to secure circulation may be fully in- 
formed of the course to be pursued, notice

“First—That section 9, act of July 12, 1882, 
limits to $3,000,000 the amount of lawful 
money to be received by the Treasprer for 
that purpose in any one calendar month, 

“Second—That the limit for the months 
of October and November having been 
reached, and it being probable that the 
movement may continue, it is hereby or- 
dered that until further notice deposits of 
lawful money for the withdrawal of bonds 
be received at the office of the Treasurer of 
the United States at Wasaington, and no-

‘“Third—That tenders of deposits in law- 
ful money may be made to the Treasurer of 
the United States on December 1, 1888, and 
at 12 m. all tenders received up to that hour 
will be considered by the treasurer... If the 
amounts so tendered shail in the aggregate 
exceed the limit for the month the deposits 
to be accepted will be determined by lot 
under the supervision of a committee 
which will be appointed for that purpose, 
and the remainder will be entitled to pri- 
ority after January 1, 1889, in the order as- 
signed to them by the committee. If the 
amounts tendered should not exeeed the 
limit all'will be accepted, and tenders sub- 
made will be accepted in the 
order of their receipt by the Treasurer.

GEN. SCHOFIELD'S REPORT. 


Recommendations for Making the 
Army More flicient. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19,—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] Maj.-Gen. Schofield, command- 
ing the army, in hisannual report says: “The 
past year has been one of peace among the 
Indians, formerly sp troublesome, in the 
Division of the Pacific. The troops have 
been fully occupied in rifle practice and 
other duties simulating those of actual war. 
In the Division of ‘the Missouri (with a 
single exception consisting of the suppres- 
sion of disorder among the Crow Indians) 
the use of troops has been limited to the 
pevens of possible trouble with Indian 
tribes. The troops of the Division of the 
Atlantic have been fully and constantly 
occupied. ‘The system of the practice of 


j} artillery with heavy sea-coast guns has been 


steadily developed, and is now adopted for 
the entire sea coast of the country. The 
‘zeal and efficiency displayed by officers and 
men, and the progress already made give 

ounds for confidence that the troops will 
Be fully prepared to handle effectively 
weapons of modern construction and. of 
large caliber as soon as such weapons can 
be made ready to be placed in their hands.” 

Gen. Schofield recommends that two regi- 
ments be added to the artillery without 
on? material change in the number of 
officers, necessitating the addition of about 
5000 to the number of enlisted men now 
allowed by law. 

Referring to fortifications, Gen. Schofield 
says: “During the past 20 years the neces- 
sities of the service in the Indian country 
have caused the posts along the seaboard 
and northern lakes to be correspondingly 
neglected. Time and circumstances now 
seem ei favorable to placing the 
sea coast and frontier of the country a 
state of security.” 

Reference is made to the impairment of 
the efficiency of the army the ab- 
sence of officers from their regiments or 
corps. It is said that the service would be 
greatly benefited if such officers as are dis- 
abled could be retired and their places filled 
by pyouns and active men. 

here were 2436 deser tions from the army 
during the past year, and the average of 
desertions for each of the last five years is 
1.03 per cent. Gen. Scofield recommends 
that the reward for the arrest of deserters 
be increased to $190, to be taken out of his 
retained pay, and that United States mar- 


shais,sheriffs and police officers beauthorized 
to arrest and deliver deserters; that 
at@ least half the pay of soldiers 


hereafter enlisted be retained until they 
have fulfilled their contract of service, 
making exceptions in cases of men known 
to devote their pay tothe supportof d 
pendent relatives; and that it be made practi- 
cable in time of peace for an enlisted: man 
-to dissolve his contract of enlistment in a 
manper honorabie to himself and just to the 
Government by obtaining a discharge with 
forfeiture of so much of ahis retaine pay as 
may be necessary to reimburse the United 
States for expenses. 

In his report Adj.-Gen. Drum also calls 
attention to the evilof desertion, which 
may be greatly lessened by the adoption of 
remedial measures, such as the reduction of 
the term of service from five to three years 
and the right to purchase a discharge. Not- 
withstanding that every eifort has been 
made, so far as the recruiting appropria- 
tion would warrant, to secure the necessary 
recruits te fill the army, itis still more 
than 1800 below the authorized strength of 
25,000 enlisted men and many regiments are 


greatly reduced.

the purchase by tenants of land in Ireland 
by adding £5,000,000 to the amount applica- 
ble under the Ashbourne Act. He declared 
that the Ashbourne Act was a great suc- 
cess. There had been 14,338 signed agree- 
ments for the purchase of land, of which 
8,632 had been completely catried out. 
Only two courses were opepm.to the Govern- 
ment; one was to abandon the scheme of 
land purchase, and the other to extend the 
act. The fact that the act had been @ con- 
spicuous success justified the Government 
in seeking to enlarge its operations, 

When Madden finished, Gladstone moved 
the following amendment to the Govern- 
ment’s proposal: ‘That, in lieu of voting 
£5,000,000, it is expedient,in view of the 
lamentable sufferings arising fram the 
recent evictions, to extend the land law of 
1887 so as to empower courts to reduce or 
cancel arrears of rents found to be ex- 
cessive.””’ Hecomplained that the Govern- 
m ent had broken its pledge to the House, 
atter obtaining command of the whole time 
at the disposal of the members under an 
engagement that no controversal measures 
should be introduced. Here was a bill of 
the first importance challenging discussion. 
It was submitted with a threat that it would 
be put forward daily until settled. His protest 
was equally against the mode of presenting 
the bill and the method in which the dis- 
cussion was to be pressed. His amendment 
did not strike at uhe Ashbourne Act nor 
would it necessarily stop its operation. He 
objected to it because of the amount de- 
manded, It was the manifest design of the 
Government to withdraw the subject of 
Irish land from the view of Parliament for 
‘several years, That was not a 
course which could be allowed. The Oppo- 
sition was not insensible to the value of 
land purchase. He did not desire to see 
landlords or any other class removed in a 
body. He wanted to see them not less, but 
a great deal more, Irish than they were, and 
to see them residents instead of absentees 
from Ireland. The principle of the previ- 
ous land acts was totally different from the 
Ashbourne Act, under which £5,000,000 
were obtained, apparently as a precedent 
for a further £5,000,000, thus drawing the 
House by slow degrees into a system from 
which there was no escape—puiting land 
into the hands of the.state, making the 
state the immediate landiord without proper 
guarantees. He (Gladstone) had always 
objected to the Ashbourne Act as giving 
such an initiative. It was certain that this 
bill would give the landlords a leve to 
bring up rents which would enable only a 
handful of tenants to acquire holdings. 
Certainly it would assist. the Governmenht 
in its land purchase scheme, but under 
what madequate and precarious security 
for repayment for the advance.

‘A BITTLE LECTURE _TO MARRIED 


—covrnks. 


Some Choice Kecipes—Hushand and 
Wife Growing Old Together—The; 
Should Become as One Flesh — 
Drifting Apart. 


I believe that there are thousands of 
husbands and ‘wives who miss the great 
possibilities of happiness which exist 
with the marriage relation. There are 
many reasons for this, which, if once 
fully recognized, might be avoided. 1 
have just come across a sensible article 
from the Baltimore Sun, which it 

“would be well for both old and young 

married people to read. The truth of 
the article I have too often seen exem- 
plified in the lives of people whom I 
have met. Says the writer: 

“Husbands and wives who are fairly 
well mated generally grow to each 
other’s ways, so that in the course 

time they live together peaceably and 


contentedly, one or the other or both, 
yielding to the companion’s whims, ; 


tastes or prejudices to avoid dissen- 
sions. During the process of this 
mutual accommodation and growth, 
which may extend over a long series of 
ears, there is serivus risk that it may 
arrested by a decay of that affection 
which inspires it,or that in accom- 
plishing the harmony the husband or 
- wife may be obliged to yield more than 
is fair,so that in the end the couple, 
instead of being on terms of equality 
‘as busband and wife should be, stand 
in the relation of subject and master. 
**Newly- wedded couples seldom think 
the future as being anything different 
from the present when the sole thought 
of each is the pleasure of the other, 
when each is ready and even anxious 
to make sacrifices at the shrine of love. 
They cannot forsee that, though the 
affection may be lasting, the modes of 
its manifestation accommodate them- 
selves to changed relations, nor that 
the growth of a family, the increase of 
business duties and other natural 
changes in their environment will 
gradually alter their habits of life, and 


perhaps drift them apa:t from each 


“other, unless each gives thoughful con- 


 gideration to the duties of the married 


station. It is assumed that their love: 
for each other continues; that though 
less fervid in its manifestations than 
during the honeymoon, it is really 
stronger, because more firmly rooted 
in respect and based on surer knowl- 
edge of character, than that which was 
first awakened by an evanescent charm 
of person or of manner, and yet, in 
spite of their greater and better love, 
the husband may become so careless 
and inconsiderate, so absorbed in busi- 
ness or his personal amusement, as to 
bring concealed grief to the heart of 
his faithiul wife. 

‘*Many husbands, unconscious of such 
neglect of duty, would be surprised if 
accused of it, and respond that they 


worked hard tor their families, econo- 


mized to lay up a fortune to care for 
them, supplied their wives with all that 
they could reasonably ask for the ap 
port of the household, and generally 
conducted themselves as faithful hus- 
bands should do. Yet if they should 
give serious consideration to the sub- 
— they might tind that they had neg- 
ected something of quite as much im- 
portance to the tired housewife as the 
means of living and provision for the 


future. Unconsciously, perhaps—so 
sonar that neither husband nor 
- wife could note the steps whereby the 


change was reached—the husband be- 
a0 to shrink within himself, to carry 

ome with him his business or other 
enterprises, and to withhold them more 
and more from his wife. Absorbed in 
his own thoughts, he became uncom- 
municative; his meals were eaten in 
silence; after tea he had accounts to 
look over or his daily paper to read, 
and the children must not disturb him.

‘**But in spite of that love, in spite of 
his devotion to the material welfare of 
his wife and child, he has neglected to 
make her life pleasant; he has pursued 
his own path with little consideration 
for her desires, and has accepted her 
sacrifices as a matter of course.

counter forces are always at work to 
produce’ the same result. The wife, 
while attending faithfully to alli 
household duties, may have helped 
to make her husband a silent 
man by ubnecessary discussions of 
his own affairs, and stich ‘small 
talk’ as wearied him, and which he 
sought to avoid by becoming absorbed 
in other things.

Oysters and Macaroni (a* Luncheon 
Dish).—Lay some stewed macaroni in 
a deep baking dish, put upon it a thick 
layer of oysters, seasoned lightly with 
cayenne pepper and heavily with 
grated lemon peel. Adda small tea- 
cupful of cream; strew a layer of bread 
crumbs over the top. Dot with bits of 
butter and brown ina very quick oven.

Pink Fritters—One cupful of cake 
crumbs, light and dry, soaked in a 
cupful of boiling milk; stir in one 
tablespoonful corn starch, moistened 
with cold milk. heat all toa boil, stir:

When the custard. cools 
whip in these yelks, two tablespoonfuls 
of powdered sugar, three tablespoon- 
fuls of currant jelly, and lastly the 
beaten whites. Fry as round balls. 

Seed Loaf Cake.—Mix together four 
ounces of ground rice. six ounces of 
flour, two teaspoonfuls of- cream of 
tartar, one teaspoonful of carbonate 
of soda and two tablespoonfuls of car- 
away seed. Beat one-quarter pound 
of butter to a cream, add half a pound 
of sifted sugar, three eggs well beaten 
and halfa gill of cream or milk. But-
